"" THE PHYSICIAN °° AT GRAND 
CENTRAL CINEMA. 


Based on the stage play written by Henry 
Arthur Jones, which afforded subject ior 
lively discussion to a past generation, © The 
Physician” lends itself admirably to re-pre- 
sentation on the screen, and the British 
Gaumont Company has built on it an interest- 
ing film. The picture turns on the contention 
that a dipsomaniac cannot completely cure 
himself. In this particular case one sees the 
struggle of a man who, unhappily afflicted, 
becomes a temperance reformer and preaches 
the dangers of alcohol. Try as he will, how- 
ever, he has periodic lapses. In one of these 
he comes u the ipfluence of a girl whom 
he has betrayed, and during his bad bouts he 
is whirled into the wild life of the city. His 
situation is all the more pitiful in that he is 
engaged to the daughter of a clergyman, who 
attributes his occasional strange manners and 
ilinesses to heart trouble. During one of his 
attacks she calls in a young doctor friend, 
who correctly diagnoses the trouble, but to 
save the girl he conceals its cause and tries to 
reclaim the dipsomaniac. His struggle, how- 
ever, is vain. There is another relapse, and 
the girl, visiting London, discovers for herself 
the real condition of affairs, and is forced to 
break with her fiancé. 

The story is well handled, and generally 
the settings and photography are good. The 
stage play necessarily has been changed in 
some particulars to suit the screen require- 
ments, and more is made of the affair with 
the lodge-keeper’s daughter than in the stage 
edition. The dresses and settings, particu- 
larly in the night chub scenes, have peen 
brought up to date. 

Miles Mander plays the part of the dipso- 
maniac very effectively: he creates something 
akin to pity for a character against whom 
the dice have been loaded from the start. 
Ian Hunter as the doctor is the big, quiet. 
strong man. Elga Brink as the fianeée and 
Lissi Arna as the. other girl sustain their 
parts with credit. 3 

An entertaining picture. it raises quite a 
number of interesting points.

-“ NO SURRENDER.’’ 


To hear the authentic accents of Belfast on 


pleasant experiences of theatre year. 
Perhaps, it is that the humour of Belfast 
breaks the inhibitions, as pschyo-analysts say, 
of Dublin; but, whatever be the reason, it is 
certain that the Ulster Players are the most 
welcome of visitors to the Dublin stage. 
Consequently, it was not surprising that a 
very full house should greet them at the 
Gaiety Theatre last night; nor was it sur- 
prising that the gallery should cheer ‘‘ the 
man who had not Seated his vow.”’ 

It was old William Thompson, the man who 
stood between Ulster and William of Orange. 
He was Exhibit No. 1 in the Orange and 
Hibernian Museum of Belfast in 1990, and it 
was his ‘‘No Surrender’ that prevented 
Professor McCrum from bringing the King to 
a ‘‘ Twelfth ' demonstration. When old 
William “ broke his neck ”’ by a fall the King 
came to the museum ria the salt mines of 
Carrickfergus. He was found to like a drink, 
as he liked a joke, and was not at all a 
believer in the “ prohibition,’’ which was com- 
prehensive enough to include gin, tripe, 
tobaceo, and whist. “ Three hundred years 
ago,” he said, in addressing the populace, 
‘“‘I invented civil and religious liberty, and 
it has taken you very long to recognise and 
understand what it is.” When Andrew 
Thompson. junior, returns from his successful 
exile on the negro island of Bambooza his 
faith is too strong for the King, who must 
return. to Purgatorio ‘‘for another three 
hundred years.” 

It is all good fun, in which the allusions 
are obvious enough to tickle the most unsop- 
histicated of audiences. Occasionally the 
verbosity impedes the drama, but at no time 
is the occasion for a laugh passed lightly. 
The saving grace of the Belfast accent is, 
however, very often missed, and it may be 
hoped that Belfast should be spared the 
incursion of “ripping” girls from the 
plays of Mr. Noel Coward. So long as 
the Ulster Players speak in the words and 
accents of Belfast, our ears must hearken, 
but when Bloomsbury lisps ‘‘top-hole’’ the 
spell is broken. Perhaps Mr. Gerald Mac. 
| namara knows that, too! 

The staging and acting were, as usual, 
excellent. The museum itself could not 
have been improved upon—it was the best 
joke of the evening. One could go around 
this museum with the same interest that one 
looks through the relics of the Andaman 
Islands in Missionary Exhibitions.

Dublin. There was, tlerefore a peculiar 
interest in its opening session, which took 
place in the Abbey Church, Rutlan 
square, last night. The opening Service, 
conducted by the outguing Moderator (Dr. 
T. A. Sm th) was attended by so large a 

regution that it filled the whole church 
bu oy, | 

The Clerk of the Assembly (the Very 
Rev. Dr. Lowe) and his assistant (the Rev. 
W. A. Watson) were in attendance — 

The Rev. J. W. Gibson presented the 
‘report of the Committee on Memorial Re- 
cords, which showed that during the past 
year fifteen. ministers had died, whose 
average age was seventy-two years, and 
whose average ministry was forty-three 
years. 

In his valedictory address the outgoing 
Moderator reviewed the Church’s position 
and her prospects, He spoke of her high 
mission and the means of ite fulfilment. 
He dwelt affectionately on the zeal and 
hospitality of the ministry and laity, and 
made a tender reference to his contact with 
the children of the Charch, and the 
abiding pleasure it had given him. 
Finally, he told of the King's message of 

-will to Irish Presbyterians, and í.í 
the Churches thankfulness that he has 
been restored to health. 

Then Dr. Morrow, the new Modprator, 
in a notable address, sketched the rela- 
tions between the Church and the Govern. 
ments of the Free State and Northern 
Ireland. He made a generous acknowledg- 
thent of the Free State Government s 
sympathetic attitude, and of the no less 
kindly attitude of Northern Ireland. 

The teachings of the recent Free State 
Census were brought home to all, and the 
Modetator, while hopeful of the Church's 
future, reminded the Free State authori- 
ties of the peril of coercive measures— 
such as these applied to the teaching of 
Irish and to the censorship of books. 

In a moving passage he spoke of the 
brotherliness of -his Roman Catholic and 
other clerical and lay friends, and made 
special relerence to the rn UN of his 
association with Trinity College, Dublin. 
He concluded with a vote of thanks for his 
election, and a promise to seek always the 
best interests of the Church.

THE DUTY OF FAITH. 


The outgoing Moderator preached from 
I. Corinthians, xv.; 58 here are very few 
things, he said, that exercise a more powerful 
influence upon our duty or our happiness 
than the proper control and balance á those 
powers and passions by which we are en- 
owed. When these are turned into suitable 
channels, under the guidance of the Spirit 
of God, they become fruitful springs of 
right action in our own experience, and of 
untold means of blessing to those with whom 
we come in contact, But when they are 
allowed to run riot, or left unchecked by 
reason and unguided by the Word of God, 
they rapi evelop into sources of vice, 
guilt, and consequent ruin. Hence it is that 
no matter how far we travel back along the 
road of history, we find here and there wise 
and men laying down certain rules for 
the control of men’s lusts and passions and 
the regulation of their conduct. It is a 
comparatively simple thing to state a formula 
or to tell men to ' fear the gods ’’; but it 
was not quite such an easy maiter to reduce 
these precepts to practice, more especially 
as the teacher no power at his disposal 
to enable men to conform to the standards 
which were thus laid down. . . 

“ When we are urged to be steadfast and 
unmoyable, we are not asked to travel along 
an unknown road. Many have traversed this 
same path in days more dark than ours, and 
under circumstnces unspeakably more severe 
then we are called upon to endure. Bo that | 
when we are asked to abound in the work 
of the Lord, we are only following in the 
footsteps of those who, through faith and 
patience, have entered upon the possession 
of the promise. We have not been called 
upon to resist unto blood striving against 
sin, where many: in former times, and not a 
few in recent years, have heen denied the 
opportunity of witnessing for Christ. But 
when they could no Jonger speak for their 
Lord, they nobly died for Him. Surely the 
open doors that invite us to enter, and the 
putstretched arms pleading for our help, will 
be an incentive to us for more faithful ser- 
vice in the days that lie ahead.”’

believe that our me of to-day wil be 
faithful followers of those who have left us 
such a noble heritage. 

' THE CALL OF BELFAST. 

One of the loudest calls to us at the present 
is to ‘Consolidate our work in the busy centres 
‘of life. A strong thovement is in progress 
for the erection of a number of new buildings 
for worship in the City of Belfast, and other 
places where the necessities of the case 
demand it. A large sum of money will be 
required if such a seheme is to materialise. 
‘Already a fairly generous response has been 
made hv a few interested friends, but the 
entire Church must rise to the ¢ ration and 
come to our help. This is not a local ques. 
tion, but one affecting the life of the entire 
Church, and I feel confident that when our 
generous-heartéd péople know the need they 
will-be ready to meet it. It will req at 
least £100,000 to’ meet the exigencies of the 
case, and the intetition is to spread the rait. 
ing. of this amount over 10 vears, and it is 
surely not outside the bounds of possibility 


that there are in our great Church 
me thousand people who can afford 
£10 per year for ten years. The English 


Presbyterian Church, which is small in com- - 
be with ours, set itself a similar task 
or the same purpose, and has actually raised 
over £100, in three years. When our 
goal has been reached we will have a number 
of additional churches, and from. this fund 
we hope to assist in the employment of more 
helpers f our already overburdened 
ministers in the city. I know enough of the 
devotion of our people to feel that the matter 
has only to be mentioned to them to enlist 
their sympathy. 

Before closing I should like to acknowledge 
my indebtedness to the Rev. Dr. Lowe and 
the Rev. W. A. Watson for all the assistance 
they so very ungrudgingly gave me during 
my year of office. I needed it all and more, 
and I never sought help from them in vain, 

here are many things that go to make 
the Moderator’s year a very happy one, and 
mine has been exceptionally so—in fact, one 
of the most delightful year’s of thy life. 
Favours and honours are heaped upon you, 
because your Church holds such a high posi. 
tion in the land. Your brethren vie with 
one another in showing kindness, and I have 
made friends this year in our churches and 
manses who will be a permanent enrichment 
to my life.

Work of Repairing the Breach. 
FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


War has happened on the Shannon‘? 


That was the guestion which was on 


everybody’s lips last week. Rumours had 


been in the airforsome time concerning a 
hitch in the progress of the civil. engineer- 
ing side of the vast scheme “for the 
generation of electric power from the 
Shannon, and the definite statement in 
an English newspaper that there had been 
a serious subsidence in one of the embank 
ments set the -Irish public agog with 
‘curiosity. 


On last Tuesday a’ semi-official state-. 


ment was published discounting the. reports 
of serious trouble; but it was: admitted 
that a newly-built bank had subsided, and 
the statement explained this occurrence by 
the allegation that too much water had 
been used in the clay for the building of 
the bank. 


A Frank Statement. 


I went to Limerick at the end of last 
week to find out on the spot precisely 
what had happened, and was fortunate 
enough to have the whole ‘matter ex- 
plained to me by Herr Bach, ‘Chief 
Enaineer of the Siemens Bauunion, the 
German firm which is responsible for the 
civil engineering work on the Shannon. 
He was extremely frank about the whole 
business, and came with me to O’Brien’s 
Bridge, where he showed me the collapse 
of one of the embankments, making no 


attempt to minimise its importance, but, 


on the other hand, assuring me that the 
accident, although sufficiently serious, 
could be repaired without undue difficulty. 

The statement that the subsidence was 
due to the use of too much water in the 
building of the bank is entirely without 
foundation, because no water whatever. has 
been used by the Siemens Bauunion in 
their embankment construction. 


The Scheme Explained. 


It is necessary at this stage to describe 
the plan of the engineers in order to. ex- 
plain the exact significance of the check 
to the progress of their scheme. 

As everybody knows, a canal betwean 
seven and eight miles in length has been 
built from near O’Brien’s Bridge—where 
there is an enormous weir—to Ardna- 
crushha, where. the power station is 
situated. Between these two, points, 
Touhly, there is a natural fall of about 
one hundred feet in the evel. of the 
‘Shannon, and the purpose of the canal, 
or head race, as it is technically called, 
is to concentrate this hundred footfall at 
one point. 

Consequently the canal, which diverts 
the course of the stream, instead of sloping 
with the bed of the river, carries the 
water to Ardnacrysha at a dead level. 

To make this possible, enormous em- 
bankments have been built. ' At ‘some 
places, where the natural lie of the Jand 
allows, the canal has. been cut through 
tolid rock—a wonderful piece of engineer- 
ing efficiency whereas at others, where 
the natural level of the Jand is below that 
necessary for the canal, huge embank- 
ments—at some points as high as forty 
eeirbare been constructed to retain the

BELFAST, Monday. 

HE lead which the electorate of 

Northern Ireland gave to the peopte 
of Great Britain in returning a strong 
Unionist Government, and upon which so 
many hopes were based. was unhappily 
not followed, and the jubilation of the 
Northern politicians was of short dura- 
tion. It was expected that Mr. Baldwin's 
majority would be substantially reduced, 
but no one anticipated that he would be 
so decisively defeated. The new situation 
which arises is a serious one for those 
who guide the destinies of the ‘Six 
Counties. It has been frequently stated 
by our Cabinet Ministers that without 
assistance from the Imperial Exchequer 
the social services of the province could 
not be maintained at their present level, 
and in this connection the Conservative 
Administration was always sympathetic, 
but it may not be so with the Socialists 
in power. 

Some time ago, however, Lord Craigavon 
stated that the financial arrangements 
between Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain had been placed on a permanent 
basis, and could not be interfered with 
no matter what party reigned at West- 
minster; but negotiations for further 
favours, should Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
form a Government, would be unpleasant 
to men who have continually poured 
obliquy upon his party. 


PRORLEM OF THE FUTURE. 


They may have been right in their 
strictures, but Captain Herbert Dixon, as 
the Northern Premier’s liaison officer 
across the water, will have a difficult job 
to do. In the Northern House of 
Commons the solitary Socialist representa- 
tive has already raised his voice on a 
note of triumph, pointing out that the 
privileges of half a century were wiped 
out in three weeks. He advocated the 
repeal. of the Civil Powers Act and the 
Trades Disputes Act, and hinted that the 

rievances of the Labour Party in the Six 

'ounties would probably be reviewed at 
Westminster. 

A great many people are wondering 
what will become of the Northern Govern- 
ment’s ‘‘step-by-step’’ policy with the 
British Parliament. Will it still continue 
to reflect the measures passed by the 
Imperial Assembly, or will it at long 
last start out on a policy of its own? It 
may well be that it will be all the better 
for having to stand on its own feet. The 
Free State has had to do so, and is 
gradually working out its own salvation. 
A nation that leans upon another for 
support all the time cannot progress, but 
a little adversity brings out latent 
qualities and powers, and the great mass 
of people of the North are self-reliant 
and enterprising, and well able to find a 
way out of their difficulties, both political 
and industrial, once they put their minds 
to the problem. 


LEADING IN TEMPERANCE. 


At a time when temperance extremists 
are attributing all the ills of the province 
to the liquor trade, it is refreshing to 
hear a tribute paid to the Government, 
which, although refusing to grant local 
option, has been responsible for several 
great reforms. The Rev. William Paxton, 
of Liverpool, speaking at the Irish Con- 
gregational Union in Belfast during the 
week-end, said that Ulster had given a 
splendid lead to England by Sunday 
closing and the abolition of grocery 
licences. The British Government, he 
went on to say, in its whole lifetime had 
not produced a measure of temperance 
reform except under the most tremendous 
compulsion from the moral forces of the 
nation. This graceful reference to the 
rogressive temperance legislation of 
Northern Ireland as compared with 
the system in force across’ the 
Channel should remove much of the 
misapprehension which has been caused 
by exaggerated statements made by 
local optionists as to the evils of drinking 
in the North. As a matter of fact, there 
were less than a dozen people arrested for- 
drunkenness during the polling day for 
the elections in Belfast—surely a favour- 
able commentary on the admirable conduct 
of the citizens.

INVASION OF DUBLIN.

The Southern capital will be invaded to- 
day by quite an army of Presbyterians 
from Belfast and all over Ireland who are 
to represent every part of the country at 
the General Assembly, and will take part 
in its deliberations during the week. It is 
just a quarter of a century since the 
Assembly last met in Dublin—in 1904— 
and the visitors are looking forward with 
interest and pleasure to their short sojourn 
on the banks of the Liffey. There have 
been many changes since then, but Dublin 
still retains its charm and fascination as 
the centre of Ireland’s ancient glories, and 
the delegates and their wives will 
find a cordial welcome awaiting them. 


While there is no political significance 


in the holding of the Assembly in 
Dublin, it must be admitted that the event 
symbolises the happier relations which are 
promoting good fellowship between neigh- 
bours. on each side of the border. 
The members of the General Assembly 
will carry with them the good wishes of 
the rank and file of the North to the 
people of the Free State for their progress 
in peace and prosperity. That in itself 
is hopeful and gratifying. 


FREE STATES GESTURE 


Legal circles in the North, and particu- 
larly along the border, are greatly in- 
terested in the new developments regard- 
ing the payment of fees by solicitors who 
practise on both sides of the dividing line. 
It appears that a clause in the Free State 
Finance Bill, circulated to deputies during 
the past week, provides that after the 5th 
January next a solicitor who holds a 
stamped certificate from the register of 
the Incorporated Law Society of Ireland 
will not be required to pay any stamp 
duty on his Free State certificate, provided 
that the Northern Government extends 
similar relief to solicitors in Southern 
Ireland who transact business in the 
Northern Ccurts. This reciprocal arrange- 
ment should settle a difficulty which has 
caused a great deal of irritation, and as 
it is a reasonable proposal, and affects 
about a couple of hundred solicitors, it 
should have the cordial approval of Lord 
Craigavon’s Cabinet. 

It is essential that in matters which 
equally affect residents on both sides of 
th. border there shall be co-operation 
vetween ¢he two Governments, and surely 
this can be done without loss of status or 
dignity. The action of the Free State 
Government has been welcomed, and it is 
hoped that the North will offer similar 
concessions. Complaints are being made 
up here that, although the Law Society of 
the Free State describes itself as ‘‘ The 
Incorporated Law Society of Ireland,” 
no solicitor qualified since 1921 in 
Northern Ireland is permitted to become 
a member. If this be so, it is probably 
due to the fact that the Northern legal 
luminaries broke away from the parent 
body and formed an Inns of Court of 
their own, with the blessing of the Prime 
Minister. They cannot have it both ways. 


DUBLIN ABU. 


Ambulance teams from the Free State 
distinguished themselves in Belfast last 
Saturday, when they carried off the prin- 
cipal trophies at the annual competitions 
in connection with the Ulster centre~oi 
the St. John Ambulance Association. 
Eleven teams competed, five of which 
came from south of the border, and the 
Belfast Challenge Ni. and the Red Cross 
Cup were won by the Jacob and Com- 
pany’s division of St. John Ambulance 
Brigade, Dublin, with 89.7 marks out of 
100 in the men’s section ; while the Broad- 
stone (Great Southern Railways) division 
of the Brigade, which was placed second 
with 86.6 marks, was awarded the Lord 
Mayor’s Cup. The Belfast Fire Brigade 
division, which won these trophies last 
year, was placed third with marks.

ROSCOMMON DRAINAGE

COUNCIL AND BOARD OF 
WORKS DELAYS. 


In October, 1928, Roscommon a [Hrs 
cil forwarded four schemes for inage 
under the 1925 Act to the Board of Works.

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£2,000 NEWRY FIRE. 


JOINERY WORKS DESTROYED. 


The carpentry and joinery works of Mr. 
Murtagh Lavery, builder and contractor, 
Lower Castle street, Newry, were destroyed 
by fire yesterday. oe 

The outbreak originated in the joinery shop, 
which contained valuable machinery. The 
building was a wooden one, with the result 
that the flames spread rapidly, and the task 
of the fire brigade on their arrival was a diffi- 
cult one owing to the acrid smoke. Prior to 
the arrival of the fire brigade fear was enter- 
tained for the safety of the adjoining exten- 
sive coach-building works of Mr. Matt 
O'Hare. The police, however, under Head 
Constable Henry, along with several of Mr. 
O’Hare’s workers and civilians, succeeded in 
checking the flames by means of buckets of 
water thrown on the roofs of Mr. O’Hare’s 
sheds. Jt was found necessary, hewever, to 
remove several vehicles from Mr. O’Hare's 
premises. Had the fire gained the mastery at 
this stage the outbreak would have proved a 
very disastrous one. 

During the height of the fire two loud 
explosions were heard, which caused the 
crowd that had gathered to scatter in all 
directions. The explosions are believed to 
have been caused by the bursting of oil 
cylinders near a crade oil engine which had 
been used for driving the machinery. 

It is not known @ow the fire originated, but 
the damage is estimated at over £2,000.

LOSS ON OMNIBUS 
TRAFFIC, 


"At yesterday’s meeting of the Belfast Cor- 
poration, Councillor McCiare, Chairman 
the Tramways Committee, said that the strik- 
ing feature of the tramway accounts was that 
notwithstanding the tremendous loss of re- 
venue which the undertaking suffered during 
the months of the intensive competition of 
privately-owned "buses, it succeeded not only 
im recovering its position, but, despite the 
fact that it continued the policy of greatly 
reduced fares, which was to meet 
the competition, it ended the year with a 
profit. ‘lhe crop in traffic receipts amounted 
to £68,177. 

When we, proceeded Councillor McClure, 
took over the private omnibuses at 15th 
December last the loss up till that date— 
Í am not speaking of loss of revenue now,. 
but the actual deficit on the trading of the 
undertaking up till that date-amounted to 
£18,140, and we were losing £2,000 per week 
on the running. of the trams, so that had 
we not been able to check this weekly loss 
we would at the-end of the financial year, 
of which there were fifteen weeks remainin 
at that time, have had to face a loss o 
£48,000 odd; instead of which the final re- 
sult shows a profit of £10,404, being about 
£58,400 better than could have been antici- 
ated in the month of November Jast There 

s been a saving in the total working ex- 
penses of .86d, per car mile, and basing a 
calculation on the total miles run this is 
equal to a saving of £28,000 as compared 
with SE hate year. In the item of motor- 
men and conductors’ wages, the average 
expenses under this heading worked out at 
4,58 pence per car mile, as compared with 
4.80 pence in the preceding ‘year; this shows 
a reduction of .22d. per car mile, and is equal 
to a saving of over £7,000. This saving was 
effected by speeding-up and in adjustments 
of car mileage run from depét centres, 

IMPROVED FACILITIES. 

I fear that the public have no concep- 
tion of all that has been done for them in 
the past year by way of improvin the 
facilities for travelling and the additional 
value they are enjoying. Let me apply a 
few figures of the month of May which has 
just ended to exemplify the increased ad- 
vantages which the public are enjoying. 
fhe tram ran during the month of May 
70,000 more miles than was run in the cor- 
cr” AEA month of 1928, and 100,000 
mules more than in May, 1927. We carried 
during the month of May 1,040,136 more 
passengers than in the corresponding 
month of 1928, and 1,014,890 more than 
were carried in 1927. And here is the im- 
portant point: Our: receipts per passenger 
averaged during the month of ay last 
only 1.24d. as compared with 1.32 in the 
month of May, 1928. 

Now, if we calculate our passengers for 
the month of May at 1.32d. per head instead 
of 1.24, to which we have reduced it, it will 
be found that the receipts would amount 
| roughly to £3,300 more than they actually 
amounted to, so that this £3,300 per month, 
equal to £39,600 per annum, is. being re- 
tained in the pockets of the travelling 
public. 

LOSS ON OMNIBUSES. 

Now, a word regarding the omnibus traffic. 
As will be seen from the accounts, this 
traffic resulted in a loss of £8,956 on the 
year’s working, which, when set against the 
profit of £10,404 made on the trams traffic. 
reduces the total profit made by the under- 
taking in the year to a net sum of £1,448. 
Unfortunately, from the nature of the ‘bus 
service which has been superimposed on the 
trams service, if it is to fulfil its natural 
function, which is to act as an express 
service, or at least a much speedier service 
than the trams to the long-distance suburban 
areas, it is almost inevitable that it should 
be run at a loss for some considerable time 
to come, that is if we are to maintain the 
tram fares at the low figure to which we 
have reduced them. 

There are two policies, one or other of 
which must be adhered to in running these 
‘buses. The speed factor, which is their 
principal recommendation, can be cut out, 
and they can be run at the same fares us 
the trams, stopping at every tram stop if 
required, and consequently arriving at their 
destinations in practically no speedier 
time than the trams, or they can be used 
to operate in the sphere suited to them, 
acting as a speedy form of transport, serv- 
ing the long distance passenger to sub- 
urban areas and opening up and serving 
areas where no alternative form of municipal 
transport exists. We are convinced that the 
latter policy is the proper function of the 
‘buses, and we mean to adhere to it. 

It will, however, as I have said, probably 
be an expensive policy for some time to 
come. It will be seen that the manager 
estimates a loss for the current year on the 
running of the ‘buses of £17,500. This esti- 
mate is based on the avéfage receipts per "bus 
mile at the time the estimate was compiled, 
and I am hopeful that the loss may not be 
quite so much, but that the figure of ‘bus 
receipts may be gradually increased. 

FREE STATE COINS IN BELFAST. 

Alderman Nixon twitted Councillor 
M‘Clure with making reference to a sum of 
£400,000 that was transferred from the reserve 
to meet certain current expenses. It was very 
easy to have a good report when there was 
a monopoly and overcrowding. 

Councillor McClure—I have no knowledge 
that £400,000 was transferred to meet current 
expenses. 

Alderman Nixon—The figure mav not be 
quite correct, but there was a transfer. 

Councillor Kilpatrick drew attention to the 
fact that when Dublin visitors to the Balmoral 
Show tendered Free State coins to the con- 
ductors they were declined. Banks and shop. 
keepers accepted them. He wished to know 
had the tram conductors been instructed to 
refuse those coins. 

Councillor McClure replied, saying that the 
criticism of Alderman Nixon had been mis- 
leading and unfair. If Free State coinage 
was legal tender here, he was sure it would 
be taken on the tramways as well as else- 
where.

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MENACE OF OVERGROWN 
HEDGES. 
MAKING DERRY ROADS SAFER ' 
FOR PUBLIC. 


Council last Saturday, Mr. A. J. Irwin re- 
ferred to the danger of overgrown hedges, 
which, he said, was a matter that seriously 
concerned the Council. He had written 
to the County Cecil to ascertain the 
County Surveyor’s authority with regard to 
enforcing the Jaw, and had received a reply 
Stating that the surv.yor had ample authority 
to exercise his powers to compel owners to 
keep hedges cut down to a reasonable height. 
The recent double fatality at Eglinton was, 
he understood, due to an overgrown hedge. 

Mr. J. R. Scott, D.L.—I think the hedge 
there had very little to do with it. 

Mr. J. McLoughlin—The hedge had nothing 
to do with the collision. 

Mr. W. G. Lynch said that some corners 
were as great, if not a greater, source of 
danger than overgrown hedges. Something 
should be done to have dangerous corners 
made safe. 

A resolution was passed declaring that the 
Council was seriously concerned regarding the 
number of accidents which are daily occur- 
ring at road corners, and asking the County 
Council to instruct the County Surveyor to 
put in force whatever powers he possessed to 
compel owners of property adjoining dan-
